HYPOCRACY. 


Of all the hypocritical farces that 
ever shamed a great people America's 
pretense at enforcing the prohibition 
law is surely the limit. 
We say pretense advisedly. 
Personally, we regard the law it­ 
self as a greater crime against the 
freedom and natural rights of man 
than the “crime"— using 
alcoholic 
liquor as a beverage 
which it is 
designed to suppress, and it should 
be repealed. 
But until it is repealed 
i t is the 
law of the land and should bt obey­ 
ed. 
Furthermore, no man can be a 
go^d cither who does not both obey 
it in personal conduct and strive, in 
so far as befits a good citizen, to 
secure its enforcement. 
Now to violate the law by con­ 
summating an illegal sale of liquor 
requires two parties to the transac­ 
tion- the seller and the buyer. 
In the eyes of the criminal law 
both are equal ] artners in the crime; 
both are qeually culpable; and bt,th 
should be meted out equal punish­ 
ment. 
But who i\as ever heard of am 
* (Tort to punish the buyer of boot­ 
leg equally along with Ins partner 
in crime? 
Until we do, all efforts st enforce­ 
ment will be but a pretense and a 
farce. 
The following from the Houston 
Chronicle is in point, anti should 
h vc the thoughtful consideration of 
all: 
“The question is 
being 
asked 
every day by thousands of people. 
Wily are not those who buy liquor 
prosecuted just 
a® 
those 
who sell 
it? 
“ It is asked because to punish a 
man for doing something he could 
not do if there was not another man 
ready to help, and who doe? help, to 
consumate the act. yet let the oth^r 
man go free, offends 
the 
innate 
popular sense of justice. 
“The Chronicle undertakes to say 
that the buyer from the bootleger 
is legally guilty as much as he is 
morally guilty. 
The plain, simple, 
definite 
lan- 
guage of the criminal law proves the 
truth of the statement. 
The criminal 
code reads as follows: 
“All persons are principal who 
are guilty of acting together in the 
commission of an offense. 
“ When an offense is actually com­ 
mitted by one or more persons, but 
others are present and, knowing the 
unlawful intent, aid by acts or en­ 
courage by Words or gestures, those 
actually engaged in the commission 
of the unlawful act. or who, not 
actually being present, keen watch 
so as to prevent the interruption of 
those engaged in committing the of­ 
fense, such persons so aiding, en­ 
couraging or keeping 
wratch 
are 
principal offenders.” 
“ Flow could the seller sell if the 
buyer wrerc not at hand to buy? 
“The buyer knows the act of Sei­ 
ling is unlawful, yet, though so know­ 
ing, not only aid- a id encourages 
bv words the doing of the unlawful 
act, hut makes its doing possible, for 
w ithout his aid it would be impos­ 
sible. 
“The buyer is under the law, inst 
a? mu* h a criminal as is th** seller, 
and every buyer should be indicted 
under the statute. 
. “The people have an instinctive 
perception of justice, and that per­ 
ception is clearly reflected in the 
statute quoled above.
